One of Them -Will be K o lb -A lli- 
anceinen Rnn the Primaries and 
Good Democrats Staid Away. 


Columbiana, April 28.—The prob­ 
abilities are tbat two delegations 
from; Shelby county w ill knock at 
the door of the State Convention, on 
the 28tli of May-for admittance. 
It w ill remembered by readers of 
the. Advertiser that two years ago 
Shelby county enjoyed tbp' rare dis­ 
tinction of having two Executive 
Committees, each claiming to be the 
regular Democratic Executive Com­ 
mittee of the county- J. L. Peters 
Esq., ■was chairman of one of these 
committees, and J i. C. Keller was 
chairman of < fne other. 
.In order 
that the question should be settled 
as to w hich was the 'regular com­ 
m ittee, a delegation representing each 
of the contending. committees w ent 
before -the State E seoutive 
Com­ 
mittee at its first m eeting after the 
complication arose, and presented 
respectively the claim s of each com­ 
mittee. The Peters committee was 
repre-sented by H enry ‘Wilson, Esq., 
and others, and K eller’s committee 
by. J, C. Keller in person. 
After bearing the respective state­ 
ments the State Executive Com­ 
mittee decided that the committee of 
w hich J. L. Peters was chairman, 
was the regularly constituted com­ 
m ittee. 
This, 
the Democrats of 
Shelby thought, settled the ques­ 
tion for all lim e, but when the State 
E xecutive Committee m et in Febru­ 
ary last A. P. Longshore, who has 
been the secret candidate of the 
Farmers’ Alliance and was voted for 
by them today presented him self be­ 
fore the committee and got permis­ 
sion to make a statement. 
‘What 
this exparte statement was, none of 
the Peter’s wing of the Democracy 
have over been advised, so far as I 
know. 
A t the conclusion of Mr. Long- 
shore’s statement a resolution was 
introduced to the eflTect tbat a con­ 
vention was sovereign, having the 
supreme right a-nd power to build up 
and tear do-wu, do and undo its work, 
etc., but did not set aside the decis­ 
ion theretofore rendered, declaring 
the Peters Committee the regular 
committee. 
They did not even in 
their resolution w hich was v’iitu a lly 
the decision of a court, m ention the 
name of J, L. Peters, J. C. Keller, or 
either o£ their respective comm ittees. 
It seems from 
w hat 
your cor­ 
respondent remembers of this por­ 
tion o£ piroceedinga of the State 
committee that they did not under­ 
take to decide this question, but only 
to settle the principle governing con­ 
ventions, and this could not have a 
retroactive effect and set aside the de­ 
cision already rendered, and decide 
it in couformity w ith any principle, 
w hich may have been embodied in 
said resolution. 
It 
is 
a matter 
w hich, I pre.sume, the State execu­ 
tive com m ittee would not have un­ 
dertaken to decide, on the ex-parte 
statement of one mau and a partisan 
without at least giving notice to the 
other contending committee. 
In pursuance of this resolution .1. 
.0. Keller, then a citizen of Florida, 
assumed as chairman, to issue a call 
to his committee. At a meeting of 
his committee in obedience to his 
eall, Mr. K eller’s 
resignation 
as 
Chairman was tendered and accept­ 
ed and John W . Pitts was elected 
Chairman to fill the vacancy. The 
committee then proceeded to order 
the primaries w hich were held in the 
county to-day. 
The Peters wing of 
the Democracy staid away from the 
polls. 
They treat as a nullity the 
the call of Keller, as Chairman, on 
the ground that not being rightful 
Chairman, he was not authorized to 
call the E xecutive Commitiee to­ 
gether and the call being unauthor­ 
ized and void all that was done in 
pursuance of his call was of necessity 
void. Hence Mr. Peters as Chair­ 
man of the County Executive Com­ 
mittee o£ Shoiby county has iss-aed a 
cali to the E-vecutive Committee^ to 
m eet in Colubiana on next Saturday 
the 3rd of May, which committee it 
is thought w ill call a convention for 
the purpose of selecting delegates to 
the State convention. 
On a contest of the two delegations 
before the State convention the ques­ 
tion will doubtless be finally dispo.sed 
of. 
The work that was done in the 
primaries to-day is a out and dried 
farce and only the making public of 
that which ■was done in secret session 
b-T tjie Allinnce on last Monday and 
Tnesday. It is most probable Kolb 
w ill receive all the votes that w ill be 
no'led, the friends of other candidates 
for Governor not participating for 
the reasons given above.

MACON COONTY CONTENTION. 


FKEED03I OF THE PRESS BENIEB. 


The Staff Correspondent of the 
Montgomery Advertiser tells how 
a Bempcratic Convention was Used 
to Ávenge a Fancied Grievance of 
the Alliance. 


Tuskegee, M ayl.-lStaif Corres­ 
pondence.]—Macon is a typical Black 
^elt county. The-negro, .the mule 
and,.q«anfcitie.s of laud are the princi- 
of its farmers. The negroes 
compared with the whites are about 
three to one, and Maeon county has 
had to use a great deal of persuasion 
and even more political hustling to 
mamtam the ascendancy of the Dem­ 
ocratic party and elect white men to 
oflloe. Realizing the enormity of the 
dangers which threatened them, the 
white people have stood together 
united as one man, putting aside all 
personal prejudices and preferences, 
and presented a solid phalanx to the 
enemy, frowned down—crushed out 
of existence Radicalism and opposi­ 
tion to white supremacy, and Demo­ 
cratic rule in whatever form it has 
presented itself, until four years ago, 
when divisions and dissensions came 
but were only transitory-differencea 
we soon adjusted, the party e.anie to­ 
gether two years ago, and it was 
thought that the ranks were closed 
up and the past foreotteu, and that 
peace would continue to reign. 
A greater .obstacle even than that 
has arisen—oatli-bound secret socie­ 
ties have been organized and behind 
closed doors only Die initiated, those 
who are bound by the sacred obliga­ 
tions of the Alliance order, are ac­ 
corded consideration or allowed a 
voice in shaping the policy or in 
naming the candidates of the Democ- 
Koy, All this has been done in this 
County. There were not more than a 
dozen anti-Allicemen in the conven­ 
tion, and it -was duly and truly a 
meeting of the County Alliance, 
where the action.taken secretly here­ 
tofore was confirmed and published 
to other Democrats that they might 
vote for theireaudldatcsif they wish­ 
ed.to, in the general election. 
.1 come here to attend a meeting of 
the Democratic County Convention, 
duly called through the regularly 
constituted executive committee of 
the county, but I find that I was al­ 
together mistaken—that it was a 
meeting of the Maqon County Alli- 
anee, with a few profane outsiders 
sandwiehed in for the looks of things. 
An Alliance man was selected as 
chairman, and if he had had any ex­ 
perience in presiding over Alliances, 
he was perfectly at a loss as to his 
duties in the chair of a political con­ 
vention, and knew absolutely noth­ 
ing about parliament.ary rules and 
practices. The program had been 
agreed upon, candidates nominated 
■and delegates selected under the oath 
of the Alliance order, and the oon- 
.yenticn to-day was a ratification and 
approval in mass meeting of that se­ 
cret Know-Nothing, dark lantern or­ 
ganization from which all other Dem­ 
ocrats arc ereitrddd, and which has 
laid do-wn principles utterly imprac- 
ticable,;nonsensical, directly antago­ 
nistic to every purpose and declara- 
Upmof the Democratic party, and 
■”which are calculated to lead the 
.iCcuntry into turmoil and confusion, 
bféák up the Democratic party of tbs 
South, divide and disrupt the white 
people and deliver us over again to 
] .negro and radical rule. 
One of the first motions made before 
the Convention was to invite mem­ 
bers of the press to seats upon the 
floor, -s^-hereupon a delegate, who I 
have no idea ever read The Adv^er- 
,tiser,, moved.to exclude The Mont-, 
1 jgomeryAd-veftiser. The resolution 
was promptly- adopted, and the reai- 
■ dent correspondent of the The Ad- 
. ' veftiser,. who was sitting at the 
Clerk's desk, arose from his seat, and 
,• said that if the resolution was direc 
'. ted athim be wouldleave. He there- 
‘ upon got his hnt and started out. He 
-was met by a delegate from Tuskegee, 
who rraa not in a eon dition to remem­ 
ber whnt he. did say; with the aasur- 
1-■swee thattbo motion w.as not intend- 
■fed ibr hilaj bntfoi ihe Stuff Corres­ 


pondent of the Advertiser, who ■was 
going around over the State writing 
the Alliance up and writing them 
down, and who had slandered the 
Alliance of Butler, Pike and other 
counties, and ho moved that he be 
esoliided from the hall durinir the 
session of the Convention. His mo­ 
tion was unanimously adopted. 
Dr. C. L. R. Boyd, of La" Place, 
addressed the ohairj and amid nu­ 
merous interruptions "and efforts to 
stifle his voice, said that he was in 
favor of a free and^ nntrammelled 
press, and did not think that the rep­ 
resentative of a Democratic news­ 
paper should be oxchided from the 
proceedings of a Democratic con­ 
vention. He was there as a Demo­ 
crat and riot as an Alliance man and 
he hoped the action would be recon­ 
sidered. . A motion was made to re- 
^corisidcr,.-but- -íhe~origiriator-s;ot4bé 
motion was ruled out of order, on the 
point that he had voted in the afflr- 
mativc, which he readily admitted 
seemingly being ashamed of any one 
who had," 
I was sitting outside the bar, just 
at the gate of the railing during all 
ol this discussion, and being at the 
place of my birth, among a people 
with whom the first and brightest 
days of my life had been spent, there 
being on every side of mo those with 
whom I had, in the dark days that 
tried men’s souls, stood side by side 
in the hour of danger, battled for the 
success 0Í the Democratic party, and 
endeavored to roll back the dark 
cloud of Radicalism and negro rule 
which was hovering over us and with 
them dared and risked my life in the 
defense arid for the preservation of 
their homes and firesides as well as 
my own, I was filled with indigna­ 
tion and shame, and it ■was with 
great difficulty that I restrained my­ 
self I did not go so far as to remark 
to those near me, that I helped build 
that grand old court house, had as 
many brick in it as any man in it, 
and they had better try to put me 
out. I reflected and soon .saw that 
the action of the convention would 
rebound to the detriment and injury 
of those who had been so unwise as to 
pass such a resolution, and my feel­ 
ings of indignation changed to 
amusement, tempered with a goodly 
portion of disgust, however. I re- 
mai.ned in the convention through­ 
out the proceedings, and was at the 
Secretary’s desk frequently. No at­ 
tempt was made to put the resolu­ 
tion into effect. 
And was it not a most unwise and 
impolitic step on the part of the Alli­ 
ance to carry its fight arid bitter 
prejudice against the Advertiser into 
what was termed a Democr.atic con­ 
vention, hut -vyhich was as I have 
before stated, a ratification meeting 
of the county Alliance? The people 
will view such conduct with the 
greatest alarm. It strikes at the lib­ 
erty of the press, and involves the 
continued unity aud harmony of the 
Democratic party. 
If the Demo­ 
cratic county conventions of Alaba­ 
ma, in which the Alliance predomi­ 
nate, are to he made close corpora­ 
tions aud used as instruments to de­ 
nounce aud repel imaginary or real 
attacks upon the Alliance, or any 
particular class or oath-hound order, 
God save the Democracy. 
It caunot withstand the predomi­ 
nance and control of a class w’ho 
■would deride and exclude any other 
class from participation in its delib­ 
erations and proceedings, and who 
would concoct its plans and pur­ 
poses for the control of the party be­ 
hind closed and guarded doors, and 
under a sacred obligation, to the ex­ 
clusion of all of it.s other members. 
Such conduct never lasted long or 
prospered but for a short season iri 
the history of the Government, and 
the outlook now is that either the 
Demoeratio party or Die Alliance 
must go to pieces. 
The convention held here to-day, 
was Democratic only in name, com­ 
posed mostly of Independents, Re­ 
publicans and Malcontents—Alli­ 
ance in practice and every result. 
As an example, J. A. McBryde, of 
Cotton Valiey Beat, an e.x-raember 
of the Republican State Committee 
two years ago, -was a delegate, in the 
convention. Ho is also an Alliance- 
mau.

Out of 85 Delegates -8i Were A!!i- 
nncemeii.

ChANTON, May 3.—A county con­ 
vention was held here to-day. 
Crowds had gathered around the 
streets in front of the Court House, 
and for several hours engaged in 
earnest a,nd excited conversatidni' 
rw ” ® was an^effoft being.made-tp^^ 
l^Usoine concession or to effect some 
compro.mlse by which the unity and 
harmony of the party be preser-ved; 
and discord, dissensions and divis­ 
ions avoided as far as possible. But 
it all failed;,the Alliance would hear 
to nothing looking to that énd 'from 
profano Democrats, arid they took 
the Convention, look, stock and bar­ 
rel and liad a little side show all Ky 
themselves. 
Mr. D. J. Watcrsworth, the unter- 
rifled and true and tried chairman 
of the Democralic Executive Com­ 
mittee of the county, refused to call 
to order, a conventibn composed en­ 
tirely of delegates elected in every 
Beat by Independents and Republi­ 
cans who in many instances had nev­ 
er voted a Democratic ticket, and 
that was the c.aiise of the hitch. He 
stood firm, and never yielded the 
point, but when he found that the 
executive committee raemhers from 
the various Beats were all of the 
same ilk as the rest of the conven­ 
tion, and had all deserted him, he 
went into the court house, followed 
by the crowd, and taking the floor 
said:‘There are two parties in this 
county, there is no use in denying 
that. I am bound by an oath to the 
Alliance, and I am the chairman of 
the Democratic party committee. 
The flag of the Chilton county De­ 
mocracy is trailing in the dust. The 
executive committee have deserted 
their chairman and gone back upon 
the call they issued in ordering the 
primary election in requiring that 
only those who had voted the Demo­ 
cratic ticket in the past should be al­ 
lowed to vote in the Democratic pri­ 
maries, and hence the result is the 
composition of the convention today. 
I caunot serve the Alliance and the 
Democracy both in politics, and I 
am a Democrat first. The fires of 
true Democracy are burning low, the 
embers are smouldering, and the 
outlook is gloomy and dark, but the 
spark will be rekindled, success and 
triumph will yet come to the efforts 
of those who are true and steadfast 
in the path of right and who stand 
by Democratic principles. I cannot 
call the convention to order as a 
Democratic convention,’'* and taking 
his hat left the,house, amid the jeers 
of a few on the outside of the raiiing 
who called on him, “Leave us a lock 
of your hair.” 
.After the retirement of Mr. AVa- 
ter.sworth, the dead silence of a few 
moments was broken by Mr. 'W. L. 
Sanipej', who moved that Mr. Q. A. 
Northington be made temiiorary 
ohairniau, aud upon being elected 
that gentleman took the chair, and 
after the appointment of a tempora­ 
ry secretary, declared the convention 
ready for business. 
« 
A committee on credentials, con­ 
sisting of one from each beat, was 
appointed, which, after a recess of 
an hour reported no contests, the 
delegation from Clanton beat liriving 
settled their troubles by admitting 
Mr. W. L. S.ampey, who was the on­ 
ly regular Democrat asking admis­ 
sion from that heat. 
Maple.sviUc 
beat was not represented, the three 
delegates from that beat not going in. 
The temporary officers were then 
made permanent. The chair said he 
was as good a Democrat as anybody, 
had al-waya voted that ticket, and 
pledged himself when lie voted in 
the primaries to cnpnort the action 
of the convention. Ho denied that 
the Alliance was in politics. Poli­ 
ties were not considered at its meet­ 
ings but when business was over, 
the doors were opened and political 
matters discussed. He did not say 
that any outsiders were admitted, 
and it was the same old attempt at 
avoidance . and virtual confession 
of the indictment that the Alliance 
was in politics.

THE IOWA LIQUOK CASE. 


T he. Supreme Court has decided 
that a State cannot enact and enforce 
laws to seize liquors shipped from 
another State, so long as the liquor 
remains in the original packages and 
¡3 not offered for sale in the State 
where received. That is the wjiole 
of the decisionj about-which such a 
great noise has l5ee)i made by our 
Prohibition friends; and it is based 
on the plain provision of the Consti­ 
tution giving to Congress solo power 
to “regulate commerce between the 
States.” The decision does'by no' 
means authorize the receiver of liq­ 
uor, sent from one state to another, 
to sell the same in violation of the 
law of the State where received, not 
at all. I t simply goes to the extent 
of saying that, in the absence of pow­ 
er given by Congress, the States have 
no right to seize any recognized arti­ 
cle of commerce arriving w ithin 
their borders, and confiscate it as 
nuisance, in the original package. 
Had the Iowa authorities -waited un­ 
til the Keokuk consignee of Peoria 
beer ofl'ered to sell it to customers, 
either by retail or wholesale, and then 
seized it, the decision would doubt­ 
less have been different. This point 
is neatly set out by the Philadelphia 
Eecord, thus: 
Should Pennsylvania, for example, 
totally prohibit the manufacture anc 
sale of liquor, or make the license so 
high as to shut up every saloon, it 
would still be in tlie power of the 
citizen to im port his beer from New 
Jersy or his wine from California; 
aud no constable could seize it in 
transitu or in possession of the pnir- 
chaser. H e could sip his wine or 
beer at his leisure, or regale his 
friends with it, and no spy of the law 
and order society could molest him 
or make him afraid. 
But the mo­ 
ment he should undertake to sell this 
liquor he would come under the po­ 
lice power of the State, and would be 
liable to punishm ent for violating 
its laws. 
The Eecord goes on to say that this 
la all thatthedecisonoi the Supreme 
Court am ounts to; and it is w hat 
nearly everybody in Pennsylvania, 
at least, understood to be the law be­ 
fore the decision was pronounced 
It is the law whicli a large propor­ 
tion of the people of Maine have ac 
ted upon for a quarter of a century. 
The Prohibition Legislature of Maine 
has never undertaken to authorize 
the seizure of liquors iu transit from 
another State or in possession of the 
original purchaser. B ut the Prohi­ 
bitionists of Iowa, in their fanatical 
zeal to suppress the personal liberty 
of the citizen, have run against the 
spikes 
of 
the 
constitution 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
Hence their rage over the decision 
of the Supreme Court.

SENATOR BECK. 


K entucky’s Statesman Drops Dead 


in a W ashington Depot. 


W ashington, May 5.—Senator J. 
B. Beck of Kentucky, died in the 
Baltimore aud Potomac railroad sta­ 
tion at4:15 Saturday afternon. He 
had just arrived on the train, and 
dropped as he was passing through 
the m ain -waiting room. 
H e -was 
carried into the station m aster’s of­ 
fice, and was dead -w-heu the physi­ 
cian reached his side a few minutes 
later. 
Exam ination by the physicians 
demonstrated that the death was 
caused by i)aralysis of jlje heart. 
The body of Senator Beck was re- 
'moved from the station to the House 
of Eepresentatives by Mr. Breckcn- 
ridge of Kentucky, and later in the 
evening embalmed.

Till) new town enterprises in tiie 
mineral section of the Central South 
go On with unabated vigor. 
Vast 
sums of cash and credit are being 
lilaqed in these ventures, coming 
chiefly from the East. New Hamp­ 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, New 
York, Pennsylvania and Delaware 
being the most prorninent investors 
and promoters. 
It is a new thing—this establishing 
towns by the' dozen in an old and 
well settled community. Heretofore 
these schemes have been cheifly con­ 
fined 
to the rapidly 
developing 
points on the frontier, 'tVest and 
Northwest, where 
railroads have 
some in and made fast development 
of agriculture, 
manufacture 
and 
trade certainties. The Central South 
has already her settled conditions as 
to railroads, manufactures, agricul­ 
ture, schools, churches, all the para­ 
phernalia of á high and well ordered 
eivilizatlon; but the whole South 
iiaf «Iwsyt lacked that Yankee con- 
Venlenee, the thrifty, handsome vil- 
iag» disposed as they are all over the 
North and East, and often expand­ 
ing Into large cities within a few 
miles of each other. Our fellow cit­ 
izens. of those remote 
States are 
therefore not only attempting to sup­ 
ply a real need of our section in the 
new towns they are promoting, but 
they are—perhaps unoon.seiously— 
working a revolution of the first im­ 
portance from the view point of the 
social student, the educator, 
the 
economist. 
That the South needs 
these new towns is unquestionable, 
and that all or nearly all of them 
will finally succeed and will be 
sources of large profit to their foun­ 
ders we think certain to be realized. 
The only condition of final success 
in any case is wisdom in choosing 
the location. Population is rapidly 
growing all over the mineral district 
of the section. There is decided ten­ 
dency to the diversification of in­ 
dustry and toward the manufacturo 
of higher grade goods, and these 
linos can he better prosecuted in 
smail than in large places. 
The 
great hulk of Northern manufacture 
is turned o^ut from towns that are of 
less than 50,000 population. 
Take 
the little city of Augusta, Maine, as 
an example. V/ith its less than ten 
thousand population, this towm is 
third in the Union as a publishing 
emporium and manufacturer of prin­ 
ter's materials. 
Fall Hiver, with 
over $50,000,000 in the cotton textile 
trade has possibly 50,000 population. 
Natick with a population of 0,000 is a 
center of shoe manufacture of great 
and growing proportions. Waltham, 
the maker of more watches than all 
ether factory towns in that line put 
together is a town of 12,000. The 
small cities of Akron, Canton, Ma.s- 
silou, Mansfield 
and Springfield, 
Ohio,, have together not less than 
$35,000,000 invested in a"ri.ciiUJ>r;‘l 
mechiDcí?cji.s, and 'other millions 
in various exploitations, such as 
watches, harness, safes, springs, cut­ 
lery, etc., etc. 
This same policy will gradually- 
work its way in and all over the 
South and then the new town that is 
now a mere nucleus will be a small, 
rich, crowing city, of more impor­ 
tance than some larger places wIiohc 
people content themselves with mer­ 
chandising and the cruder trades. 
The Tradesman is decidedly favor­ 
able to the new towns. We wish for 
their founders all reasonable success 
and profit. 
Tho more of such cen­ 
ters we have the better will be the 
homo market for farm products. 
They will become distributors of re- 
finoment, education and religion .as 
well as of the necessities aud luxuries 
of life.—Tradesman.

I hope, however,

to the subject.. The measure which 
you desire me to support afieets the 
interest of all the 
people of the 
United States, and as a public serv­ 
ant I feel it my duty to make my 
answer to the entire body of m y con­ 
stituency through the public jmess. 
The two bills mentioned are sub- 
They diiler ca- 
Btaniiaily the same 
ly in uiiiinportant details. 
They 
both jirovide for the erection of a 
Qovem m ent warehoose in 
every 
county, in every State and Territory 
which, during tne last two preoeed- 
ing years, produced and sold cotton, 
corn, wheat, oats'and tobacco in ex­ 
cess of five hundred thousand dol­ 
lars in value; that the Secretary of the 
'Treasury shall establish a sub-treas­ 
ury depaitm ent in each of said coun­ 
ties; that a manager shall be^ elected 
'to take charge of said sub-treasury; 
that the owners of corn, cotton, oats, 
w heat and tobacco m ay deposit the 
sam e in s.aid Govérmneht warehous­ 
es nearest the point of production 
jmd receive U nited States. Tresury 
notes for SO percent, oí the netyaliie 
of said products, said value to be de­ 
term ined by the manager under regu­ 
lations prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury based on the prices 
current in U ie leading cotton, tobac­ 
co and grain markets of the United 
States; .that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall have prepáred and is­ 
sued Treasury notes in such amounts 
as m ay be required for the 'purposes 
of the a c t; that the notes shall be 
■full legal tender for all debts public 
and private and be counted as part 
o f the law ful reserves of national 
banking associations; that the man- 
. ager s’us'J. receive the products provi­ 
ded for and give the depositor a re­ 
ceipt for the same st€djngthe amount 
and value of the products deposited, 
the amount of money advanced, the 
interest and insurance and other 
charges to bo paid.

It w ill be 
sufficient to notice a lew of them . 
The friends of the measure tcU us 
that it w ill only bo necessaay to 
build soihe 800 houses, to’ store.these 
products; that there are only aboat 
that number out of the 2,400 eoim- 
ties in the Union, that produce and 
sell these named articles in excess 
of $.500,000 annually. But these SOO 
ware-bousca must be large enough to 
hold a ll of these products, rai-sed in 
the counties where they are situated, 
and snch-products of the 'ither coun­ 
ties as may bo deposited.

If tne 
cost of the public, buildings erected

a very large sum. to begin with. The

frifam cellar to garret it would not. 
hold ono-tenth of the cotton raised 
In-^oLennan county, to say nothing 
of the corn, wheat and oats. If the 
iiiTinspfl oon]fi be built at aü' s,vera"e 
cost of $100,000 it would require eigh­ 
ty milUon dollars to build them. 
This is the sm allest objection I have 
to the sub-treasury system. ■ If its 
eifects were otherwise good I could 
support it over tb;s objection. 
But 
suppose the houses cost 
nothing, 
would it then be a wise policy to 
adopt? 'The Jaost'prominentjifeature 
of this policy is the entire absorption 
ot the private business of the people 
by the Government. 
The Alliance tell-us-that our far­ 
mers cannot support themselves and 
those adpendent on^them without the 
Government w ill take these products 
and lend them nuiney on them. But 
if that be iiu e how much better will 
he be next year than he is now ? He 
w ill have to borrow again, aud'as he 
is not able to make his income meet 
his o_ut-gQ without borrowing he 
m ust get worse year by year, and 
sink at last into bankruptcy. When 
the GoÁ'ernment 
begins to 
take 
charge of the cotton, wheat, corn, 
oats and tobacco, it w ill go on, and 
bacon, pork, beef, butter, cheese, 
lard, hay and all other farm pro­ 
ducts w ill demand of the Govern­ 
ment to take their surplus^ and ad­ 
vance then SO per cent, on it. And 
in periods of manufacturing and 
mining 
depression 
iron, 
steel, 
woollen and cotton goods w ill de­ 
mand to be deposited and taken care 
of and money loaned to their owners, 
Uud so Ivill Cvui ttud uLcS aiju luliiuei'. 
If the policy is adopted it muse ap­ 
ply to all, and the power,of those i.u- 
terested-m these products w ill com­ 
pel the Government to extend its pa* 
ternal care to them. 
How much 
money w ill it take to make the 80 
per cent, advance on the -five articles 
provided lor oy the bill? Its friends 
say it w ill require enough Treasury 
notes to about double our circulation. 
The amount of money in the United 
States to-day, outside the Treasury, 
is about $1,400,000,000. W ill it put 
this amount of paper money in cir­ 
culation? Say that it w ill increase 
the circulation 
one-half of 
that 
amount, the first effect would be 
suspension of specie payments. Gold 
and silver would quickly leave the 
channels of 
circulatidn, perhaps 
leave the country, and the business 
of the country would be floating on a 
vascillating volum e of paper money. 
A ll prices would rise in proportion 
to the increase, and then as the bill 
provides for the destruction of the 
money when it is paid back to the 
Government, there would be a con­ 
traction equal to the expansion,, and 
prices of all farm 
products would 
fall, in company with all other prop­ 
erty. This mehsure provides for. an 
annual expansion and an annual con­ 
traction of the currency. That itself 
would bring incalculable disaster to 
the country, aiid.no class of our citi­ 
zens would feel it more severely than 
our farmers. 'When the business of 
the country is on a vascillating pa­ 
per eirculationlt is exposed all the 
time to the perils of speculation and' 
gambling in the products of labor, in 
whi ch game the working people of 
the country are always losers. 
The policy which the sub-treasury 
system w ill inaugurate w ill lockup 
and keep out of market the products 
necessary to teed_and clothe the hu­ 
man fam ily, and; of course, it w ill 
bring with it distress and suffering 
among all the poorer classes of peo­ 
ple who live by their daily toil, and 
must receive their daily supplies from 
the market places. W hy Southern 
farmers should go into it I cannot 
comprehend. They buy their bacon 
and flour from the Northwest, and if 
the producers are enabled to lock it 
up and hold it for higher prices it 
will be at the expense of the cotton 
grower. How is'he to be benefitted? 
W hen he locks up his cotton against 
whom is he contending? A ll his 
crop is sold. Two-‘birds of it goes to 
Europe, and the other to cotton man­ 
ufacturers in the United States. If 
the cotton grower expects to sell at 
the market price, and tries to force 
the manufacturer to give him more 
than the market price, the man­ 
ufacturer can close his m ill and turn 
his working people In the street and 
v.-ail until the grower is ready to sell. 
H e can stand the strain longer than 
the farmer can. Hi» empioyes w ill 
drink the cup of suffering to the 
dregs but it w ill not come near his 
lips. In the meantime the cotton 
grower w ill bo paying the warehouse 
combination price for his bacon, lard 
and flour, and if he holds bis cotton 


f o r the year provided for-by the bill 
he c a n put two crops on the market 
at-once. sell them at hah price, pay 
interest, insaran<-e and other charges 
and close up the tran.saction a heavy 
loser. Ret us look at it irom the po­ 
sition of the consumer of farm, pro­ 
ducts. V/hui are they to do while 
farm prodni-ts arc iockcil np m the 
s'iD-trea.»ury? W hat are they to do 
for daily subsistence? .What have 
upon which to rtra-w 


and the Democratic party was ■organ­ 
ized at the beginning to secure it;' 
All the.battles it has fought and all 
the victories it has won have neen to 
preserve it. The Democratic party 
has never favored class -legislation 
and it ncvGr w ill. "\Vhen miy.mGau- 
ure Is proxiosed for their adoptio^n it 
must imjiose its burdens and bestow 
its benefits.alike on all.' I am’;thor- 
oughly convinced that the sub-treas­ 
ury scheme w ill injure farmers'and 
all voters, but la m presenting it to 
you in the light in which its advo­ 
cates present it, as a measure bene­ 
ficial to the depositors of the farm 
products, but injurious to' those.who 
have to buy and consume them . 
There is another objectiontothe pro­ 
posed scheme that T am afraid^ was 
not considered by my Democratic 
friends in Milam county. It w ill re­ 
quire ton or dozen officers at each of 
tlie sub-treasuries to receive and care 
for the products deposited, reinrn 
them to the dcpositorsv Pnd make 
Eittleir^nt for adyances,'lnterest, in­ 
surance and other charges, or sell 
them at auction and account for pro­ 
ceeds of sale, to render, accounts to 
the government, to receive its money, 
keep books, make returns, and per­ 
form such other duties as w ill be 
found necessary in .conducting .go 
large a business. The bill only pro- 
vldés for one such officer, but that is 
mam iestiy insufficient and the Gov­ 
ernment, if the b ill, is passed, w ill 
provide force enough to execute its 
provisions. Under tne constitution 
they must be appointed by the Pres­ 
ident or by those under his authority. 
Have, my Democratic friends, eon- 
sidcr'ed what would be the efleeb of 
filling-lue Southern Statesw itn icc- 
publican office holders dispensing 
hundreds of m illions ot money ? Do 
you want to return to the period of 
reconstruction 
again? H ave 
the 
Democrats of M ilam County forgot­ 
ten 
the 
throes 
and convulsions 
through which we passed during that 
time? The Reijublicans in the Sen­ 
ate and House are holding nightly 
caucuses to_ agree upon a system of 
Federal control over our ballot boxes 
in order that they m ay take control 
of our elections, and by Republican 
returning boards, appointed by Har­ 
rison, have Bepubbcans placed in 
office, instead 
of Democrats who 
have been elected by the jieople. 
Ever since they secured the A dm in­ 
istration and both branches of Con­ 
gress they have been busy devising 
ways and means to overturn the 
Southern State government and put 
them again in.the control of a mer- 
cenery board of adventurers worse 
th.an the locusts and bee ot Egypt. 
To pass either of those bills and in ­ 
augurate the sub-treasury system 
would be to prepare the .way and 
make the paths straigiit for the res­ 
toration of that control. I t would 
bring to the South a period of corrup­ 
tion and oppression that by contrast 
would make the former period of re­ 
construction respectable. i f all the 
houses provided for by this bill could 
be built -without cost to the Govern­ 
ment, and if all the offices necessary 
to carry it into effect, could be filled 
with Democrats, and if the Govern­ 
ment had a thousand nodllions of gold 
and silver to lend to' the farmers 
without interest, and w ithout inflad 
ing the currency the measure would 
then be full of evil and destitute of 
any compensating good. The throw­ 
ing into the circulation of a thousand 
m illions of gold and silver would 
raise prices very greatly, and w hile 
the products the farmer had to sell 
would be greatly increased in price, 
so would that which he had to buy. 
So that exchanges would be lifted 
upon a higher i>Iane, but their rela­ 
tive value to. each other would be 
just the same, 
The relief which our farmers need 
is the relief for w hich Cleveland 
fought and fell. 'That relief -was to 
give thsni m ors markets and a 
greater demand for . their products ¡ 
that greater demand would 
raise 
their prices and put into their- pock­ 
ets moré than a thousand m illions of 
dollars annually, not of- borrowed 
money, bat of money that belonged 
to them , and which.did not have to 
be repaid to any one. W hile opening 
the markets of the world to their sur­ 
plus products would increase the 
value cf w hat they, had to sell it 
would at the same tim e decrease the 
value of the things they had to buy. 
This policy .would begin a redistribu­ 
tion of the -wealth, of the country;

-News.has been received in this city 
that the general term of the supreme 
court of Now York has reversed the 
decision of the lower court in the 
suit of George Rice against the Stand­ 
ard oil trust. This case has gained 
national fam e, aud'isoi especial in­ 
terest to Birmingham, as this city 
was one of the places where Rice eS- 
Ijablishcd.an agency in opposition to 
the great monopoly. H e was utterly 
ruined in his attempt, and finally he 
invested the remainder of his wreck­ 
ed fortune in a certificate of oil trust: 
shares'and as a stockhoider demand- 
-ed to see the books to pry into and 
expose the secrets of the trust. Tlie 
supreme court holds ihat he has no 
right to do’, it.. The history of the 
case IS an interesting one. 
George Rice lives at Marietta, O. 
He was one of tiie e.irly operators, 
and the first to discover “ deep oil.” 
H eh as, or had, thirty -(vells, all in 
the Maeksburg region. This region 
is a tract of . about 4000 acres, and Itad 
500 productive w ells. Two companies 
laid pipe fines and were doing weli, 
-irlniii the Standard oil 
company 
came in, and by paying producers a 
premium oi 30 cents a barrel cleaned 
out the originators of the transport­ 
ing business. Up to this tim e Mr. 
Bice had shipped his oil by rail, and 
had not patronized either pipe line- 
The conquerors at once proceeded to 
i cixcli him through the railroads. 
Bice had paid 
cents a barrel. 
The receiver of the Cleland and Ma­ 
rietta railroad raised the rate to 35 
cents, lowered the Standard’s rate to 
10 cents, and paid to the Standard a 
bonus of 25 cents on every barrel 
shipped by Rice. In other words, the 
railroad lowered its own rate from 
lU i cents to 10 cents and. made Rice 
pay 25 cents a oarel to the Standard. 
Rice proved things before the late 
Judge Baxter in the federal courtat 
Columbus, O., and the receiver was 
removed, but the rate was kept at 35 
cents.. 
Riee then bmlt iiis own pipe line 
to Iiowell, a point on the river, 
whence he could ship his crude oil 
by barge to his refinery. 
This opera­ 
tion required nerve and.pluck. He 
crossed the right of way of his enemy 
by sheer intrepidity, as they dared 
not cut liis pipe for fear of reprisals. 
In 1SS6, Rice, having his own -wells, 
pipe line and refinery, set up to sell 
011 in the U nited States in defiance 
of the mandate of the oil trust.. He 
had tw enty five agencies and sold oil 
in seventy-three towns, N ew Orleans 
being a principal point. H is agent 
there was taken away. A fter a sharp 
engagement Rice got a warehouse 
and then auother. Established ex- 
peasiyeiy, but still established, he 
next found th e railroad rate from 
Memphis to New'Orleans doubled on 
his oil. H e had to ship by outland­ 
ish routes to all to-wns. 
H is free oil 
traveled 1186 m iles to .reach Chatta­ 
nooga; distant 542' m iles; 1214 miles 
to Birmingham, distant 685 miles, 
and Í046 m iles to reach Atlanta, dis­ 
tant GS2 m iles. The direct railroads 
alleged that they could carry oil 
cheaper in tanks than in barrels. 
Rice offered to buiid tank cars if the 
direct railroads would make a con­ 
tract w ith him . This they refused to 
do, although the tank rate had not 
clianged for five years. Forced off 
the Tailrosds^Rice 'shipped by river, 
but finally he found him self at the 
end of his resources, -and now the 
history of his ruin is made complete 
by the supreme coiirt decision.

•W ashinotox, May 20.—The bill 
which was under discussion in the 
senate today, granting to the several 
states the power to regulate-.or pro­ 
hibit the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
is to be pushed through to the exclu­ 
sion of everything else.

in Winnemago county, has just been 
convicted of the murder of his sec­ 
ond W ife. Three of tho persons whosq 
sudden and mysterious deaths were 
laid at Soquet’s door were his v.'ives. 
The first crime ivith which he • la, 
charged is killing his little son by 
nurling him down a flight of stairs 
with the avowed intention of taking 
hia life. The child’s m other caught 
up her boy as he lay bleeding and 
mangled and started for the priest’o 
house, but the little lad died in her 
arms before she reached her destina­ 
tion. This wife soon followed her, 
son, having, it is said, been put. out 
of the way for Mrs. Soquet No.-2. 
MAN A N P WOMAN- POISONED. 
A t this time the Soqnet family 
were living on a farm in Brown 
county, seven miles from Green Bay. 
August Mansart and wife were near 
neighbors. M ansart died suddenly, 
and when his body was'^exhumned 
oieht grains of. arsenic were ifound 
in his stomach. Two weeks after 
M ansart’s sadden demise, Mrs. So­ 
quet died with the identical synfp- 
toms accompanying the death of the 
former. After quite an interval her 
grave was openeu, but it was found 
the body had disappeared. 
In the meantime Soquet and Airs. 
M ansart were married, but they could 
not agree, and the woman began pro­ 
ceedings for a divorce, during whioli’ 
she disclosed m any of her husband’s 
secrets. She charged Soquet with 
having murdered Alansart, by m ix­ 
ing arsenic with griddle cakes. 
K IL L E D H IS N EW W IFE . 
W hile Soquet’s wife she, of course, 
was not a competent witness against 
him, and the guilty man rested easi­ 
ly. However a divorce seemed so 
probable th at on the_evening of De­ 
cember 31,1886, he went, revolver in 
hand, to Airs.Mansart-Soquet’a home. 
From that day not a trace has been 
seen oI the woman, rdthough a letter 
was received inirporting to come 
from ner, stating that she was alive. 
Aieighbors allege that they heard 
shrieks.m the house; signs of a strug­ 
gle and blood were found in the 
house, and the track of a hand sled 
from her house to his. Tho little 
grandchildren of Soquet say: “ Grand 
pa baked two whole nigbts in the 
oven, but he did 
not hake any 
bread.” 
The statem ent of the chilaren can 
lead to but one horrible conclusion. 
Another fact against the belief that 
she lied is the fact that she did -not 
take with her a quantity of jewelry 
and money she had concealed. 
BODY SNATOHBK. 
That Soquet robbed his 
second 
wife’s grave and reburied iier on his 
farm is aatisiactorily established by 
circumstantial evidence. • One of his 
sons, while plowing, turned up a wo­ 
m an’s arm. On the finger he was 
horrified to discover a gold band that 
he recognized as his mother’s wed­ 
ding ring. The frightened son fled 
and has never been seen m th is sec­ 
tion of the country. His death is 
also attributed to Soqifet. although 
that cannot oe substantiated. In 
ISS" Soquet was arrested on the 
charge of m urdering his second wile 
foil rteen years before. H e was found 
guilty and sentenced to the State 
prison for life. A fter serving a while 
a new trial was granted him, and it 
was taken from Brown .county to 
TVlnnebago on change oí venue.

' It begins to look as if Alabama was 
about to challenge the interest of the 
world in connection with her man­ 
ganese deposits, just as she has done 
with her iron resources. 
The great 
discoveries of high grade manganese 
at Tredegar, already widely advertis­ 
ed through the technical papers and 
the Associated Press, form a turning 
point in the features of this end of 
the State. I t is true that the singu­ 
larly fine and gigantic deposits of 
hematite iron ores in the Tredegar 
district ■would alone command atten­ 
tion and rich development, hut the 
fact that experts express the belief 
that Tredegar has struck the moat 
extensive deposit of manganese in 
the United States is turning the 
■world of iron and .steel everywhere 
wild with excitement. 
Three days ago one of th e' compa­ 
ny’s test entries struck the deposit in 
place at a distance of 6S0 feet.on the 
dip from the principal entry. 
All 
the indications are that the' deposit 
will continue indefinitely, and its 
proportions increase-with the work 
done.

On this'account therei.s to 
be a fine ferro manganese plant erec­ 
ted on the grouudjas soon as the sale 
is over and the general msnagsr can 
get away to arrange the details at 
the east. 
People unfamiliar -with the value 
of manganese in manufactures may 
wonder why the discovery of this 
vast bad of the mineral should pro­ 
duce tho excitement it is dojag. The 
reason Is that steelmakers must have 
it, while the supply of the American 
article has been, so limited, 'hnd the 
deposits so unimportant that depen­ 
dence is largely placed upon impor­ 
tations from Asia.
